GOOD FERTILIZERa 

Farinora Can Save Ountlilorabia Honay laf 
MalUuf Tham at Homa. 

Wo bclloTO that farmers eon make 
mncli of their fertilising material a 

great deal eheap.'r than they can buy 
h, where the riuv bone can ii'i ii'iUgilL 
for ei^^iit or ten dollars a ton. Wo 
know lliat- f.'riiliZM- nianufaelnrers 
will take issue with us upon this 
point, but wo have tried It and know 
whereof wo speak when we assert that 
when tiio material is nthand ami can 
bo bought olienply tlio tanner can 
make iiii;^lity good wages wiiile pro- 
liariii;^ Iiis own fertili^'r. 

Von can work up bone quicker with 
acid tlian yon can with llmo and 
aslies, but it is more exiMnsive and 
isn't quite as good. 

I prefer lo work up what bono I can 
get with ashes, liinoand snlsoda lu tho 
I'lllowiiig manner: In oiio corner of 
tho gnrileu or barn lot, shovel off Ibo 
soil down unlit yon reach the olagr. 
Thn size of tlie excftTntlou depends 
upon Iho amount of bone ynn have to 
nsii n|>. Per a ton of lione, a plaeo 
't.vS feel would be about the right size. 
'J'lion set lip four posts, one nt each 
corner of your cxeavation, ami with 
eonie old refuse boards plnnk il up 
tlireo or four feet above ground, and 
you have your piteoiiiploto. Ilo<;iu lin- 
ing by first throwing in stroiii; tin- 
Icaciieil ashes to the deplli of tiiree or 
four inehes. Then lay iu lioiie soiiie- 
Ihiiig liko placing sweet potatoes iu 
beds to sprout, orowding them up closu 
logctbor. CoTor this with aahea and 
sprinkle over a nommon pailful ot air- 
slaked lime, or it it Is unslaked aamnll- 
cratnotiiit will do. Pulverized s.alsuda 
Is Ilex: added, say aiiont a quart lo 
each layer cf above size, then put iu 
bone again, and - then continue na 
above till the supply Is naod up. With 
every layer of nslics aprlnUe on two 
or three pails of water, or onongh to 
'.iioroiiglily wet tho entire moaa. 
Kvery few days llio pit muat be 
watcvoil, olhernlso it will take too 
initch llmo for tho bones lo roU It 
properly attended to it will bo ready 
to use iu three mouths. Every ton ot 
bono used will make two tons fertiliser 
that will aiialyzo as high ns any thirly- 
dollnr bone-tliisl ymi can buy ou tUu 
morkoL— tor. Indiana i'oLrmtr,

Pyr.'tlirum is also an excelent in- 
seeiieide for the eablM^e biill Mlly, all 
kinds of plant lice. Ilea h '••tli". tlirip.' 
on rose- hushes and i;rap'i-\ iiie., ami 
many o:her iiisecti, hut it is liahlo tu 
bo ndulloratud, and one should be 
very careful to ]iurohaso only tiial 
wliieh Is |iiiri>. U has tho great ad- 
vanlnge ot lieiiig liarinless tu man and 
Ihu doine-slic :iiiiiiials. and in;iy bo 
Used with iiiijiuiiily when Palis ;,'reeii 
or London purple noiild require ;;n at 
onnlion. Half anoancestirretl In two 
gallons of water was suiBeienliy strong 
lo kill any ordinary naked caterpillar 
when showered on it, but was not 
s roiig enough to kill the most bnfdy

'i'lio rose beetle Is a e iuimon post, 
and fools on so mnny diffireut plants 
as to make it much mure Iroublnsoine 
than if it eoii!ini'<l its attneks tu one 
jilanl alone. If ihoy infest n plant on 
wlreh it is safe lo use Paris groon, tills 
will be a most oncetual roniotly; else- 
wliero pyretliruui may ho used. 
To destroy cnrraut norms and slugs 
roso bushes and p -ar Ireei, and in 
tho larviu of aay s;i\v llitis, dis- 
aii oiiuco of powderi'd iiellihore 
III a little warm water and then diliit'i 
it with two gallons uf water and sjiray 
on the buslies. Purla greon oould bo 
nsod in spray on ornamental and 
shado Iroes fur any saw-lly Inrro) 
which might iiijiiro Iheui. 

Another Vi'iy valiialile iiisocliclde is 
tile kerosene oil "iiiiilsioii. iiiado of 
two parts of keruseiie and uiie part of 
milk, either sweet or sour, but sour ia 
protorable. Hlx thoao in a pall or 
tub by oonllnually pumping with a 
force pump through tho spray nozzle 
back Into the pall. Iu a short time 
tile iiquids iiiiile and form a eroainy 
emulsion, and linally a white and 
glistening butter. Wbenthia mixture 
ia required for use. Inks a snfllciont 
ipinnlily, thin it liy adding sumo wa- 
ter, and when it is llioroiighly mixed 
add as luiK il w ater as is necessary to 
dilute it to tile rofpiir.id am luiit. For 
plant lice, a pint uf tliu butter lo a 
gallon and a half of water is a fair 
prii|>ortion. It should bo applied with 
n force pump and spr.iy nozzle. 

An eninlsioti may bo niado with soap 
iiisteail of milk ly dissolving four 
poilnil.; of eiiliinioii l-ar soap ill one 
gallon of hot water, adding a gallon 
of kerosene gradmdiy while still boil- 
ing, and churning it with tho force 
pump ns boforo. A golatinons com- 
poiiud Is formod, wliicli is very stal>lo 
and will keep a long time if prolecled 
fiiiiii the air. It can lie reduced by 
mixing with water, In any prupurtloii, 
hut groat onromiulbo nsod In mnking 
Iho emulsion to obtMn a complete 
union, olhernlso the oil will injure the 
foliage of the plants.

eiitillel to. Whan cut enrly and 
jirupctiy cured, it is n valuable foil- 
di-r. and is, year Iiy year, b'conilii;^ 
more highly valued, espeeially iu ttie 
Middle and Kastern Sinte.s wlicio 
111 any formers plant a pieoo ospooial- 
ly to out for fodder. The praclioa of 
sowing it broadcast has been nban- 
doned Inrgely, ami now most farm- 
ers sow It in drills, Ihoiigh some 
plant in hills, and I like this inelhod 
best, planting sixteen tu tliirly-six 
Inches apart. Whrn planted In this 
way I believe It is ot more value llinn 
when it is pinnted thicker, ns it will 
liavo morn niiblilns on it. My melliod 
of raising this crop is to plow nnd 
liarro\v tlioi 'iiigldy a piece of groniid 
about tho Ilrst of June, and mark the 
lows off tliroe feel npnii; theu, wiiii 
tile Mnoombcr hand planter, the sooil 
is qiilokly and well put in. Willi one 
of those planters n man ran plant 
four acres a day, and do It lu a bolter 
manner tiiaii iu tin- old ■.v;iy of drop- 
ping by hand and covering il with 
the lioo, ns ninny persons still do. 
Labor-saving Implemsnis are a pay- 
ing iuvostmonl on Iho farm, nnd Iho 
best Olios should be olioson.
